LoN'iios, Ont., March 11, — Tlio Presby- 
tery of London had a lively discu3.sion on 
card-playing, dancing, and other "perni- 
cious iimnsemontH" this forenoon, while 
considering the report on the state of re- 
ligion. The declaration of the Presbytery 
waa to tho following effect: — 

"Resolved, That the miniaters and 
Kirk sessions use all wise and kindly ef- 
forts to instruct and warn our people 
against all those courses which the word 
oftiod and long oxporionce of life have 
rtliown to bo most pernicious in all cases, 
and deadly in most cases, to those who in- 
dulge in them, -such as dancing, particu- 
larly in public places and promiscuous as- 
aomblio.s, card playing in all conceivable 
and actual oircumstaiices, tippling, which 
ia but the prelude Iu tho drunkenness to 
which tippling almost invariably leads." 

tjuito a luimber of divines gave their 
exporienco with tho cards, llov. I'l Me- 
Gillivray, of this city, in denouncing the 
tendencies of amusemcnls, created a good 
deal of fun. He said he had never played 
:i game of cards in his life, but felt that 
some provision must be made for the so- 
ciable enjoyment of the young people. 
What amusement were they goiiip to pro- 
vide? ' ■' , , 

lie*.,, Mr. Sutherland — The aaino as 
their fathers had. (Applause,) 

Rev. Mr. Mcflillivray — That i-t a very 
kind and generous provision; but what 
had their fathers? It would bo pretty 
hard to tell. Reference had been made 
to the stand to this question taken by the 
Methodists, but at a wedding he attended 
recently iu a jMcthodist family where uo 
dancing or card-playing was allowed, tho 
"unuaonionts were almost too gross to tell; 
three or fuiir young hulio.s sitting on the 
floor and the young men kissing them, 
(Laughter.) 

The aiodorator — That must boa Lon- 
don game; I never heord of it elsewhere. 
(Renewed laughter.) 

Mr.McGillivray felt that such things na 
cards should not bo condemned without 
mature consideration on the part of tho 
Presbytery. jNIany young people had to 
sit around silent at social gatherings for 
want of some ordinary umusement. 

Rev. i\lr, Murrsj' waa opposed to card- 
playing as provocative of nothing but 
evil; he had never played but one game 
of cards — that wa.i "forty-fi ves," ho 
thought — when he was a boy, (Laughter,) 
Ho was a decided enemy to the game of 
cards, and associated them with pistols, 
daggers, bloodshed, and the gallows, He 
drew attention to the nuisance which tho 
practice of-pl;vying cards had become on 
the railways,' where the players frec|iient- 
ly annoyed and shocked tho other travel- 
ers by profanity and loud talk. 

Rev. Mr. McAdam statedv that his 
meaning was, 'tHi|?iCard-playidg^8lw 
not be singled oiit its' to"bo bondemiiod in 
all concoiv.able and actual circum- 
Bt4Uices. lie objected to this. ' Ho 
added that he knew that to apeak 
in this direction at all was putting 'his 
foot in it, one being sc liable" to miscon- 
struction without full and guarded ex- 
planation. Ho would not allow card play- 
ing in his own. house, but objected to un- 
reserved condemnation iii~,ill circum- 
atancea. ■ , ^ 

Rev. L. Cameron also spoke again.'jt the 
practice as contrary to the spirit of the 
church. Ho thought the great objection 
waa that it was carried too far. 

On motion it waa decided to drop the 
.idjectivea before tho words " card play- 
ing " in tho recommendations, and also 
the words " in promiacuoua places," as 
applied to dancing, and the. report was 
adopted.

IHh prp- 
tenaions iinpo.sed on crt;clulous peoiile 
and luK almanacs wcro bought Ijy the 
thou.snnds. To ,'jliow wh.it ,sorry 
quacks Wiggins and Yeiuior are, not- 
withstanding the lapse of two ccntur- 
ie,s, during whicli'the art of huinbu;^g. 
ing has been dovr-lopcd immnnHoly, 
they have not improved in the IcaMt on 
Partridge's Hystem. lie, just as they, 
foretold storms in March and Decem- 
ber, showers in April, iiot weather in 
August and froats in Noveinbor, and 
made as ,loiiU boasts ns if a hit was 
made. 

■ Swift became disguste:! at Purtridgo',^ 
pretensions and (.Icteriniufd to put 
him down. Widlring around London 
one (Jay, ho nolieed over a smith's shoj) 
the sign, "Jsa;ic J'.iokor.stair," 1 1 Ktruck 
his fancy, and he .storod it in his mom- 
ory for future use],j j^Ii^ January, jlJOS. 
Partridge camaoilt as uaniil witli hit; 
almanac. A few Aveeks afterwards 
London was astonished by the public- 
ation of a small sheet which purported 
to contain the predictions of Isaai; 
BickeraLnff, astrologer. It made a pro- 
found, sensatipn, flricl.^tho |ailo was grout. 
Inst6a'& " "of tho A'dgue and' iKadfinitc 
iiints at futurity which Partridge's a]- 
manacH contained, it foretold foreign 
and domestic events with the greatest 
|)articularity,givingeven tho hour of tho 
dav wLeii deathfs of great men and fa- 
mous victories and defoata.'ibould occur. 
Bu I ouostatemcul created tho moattalk; 
foi' atl 1 o'(;look'ODt.tbG) 29th .oK^arch it 
wQs predicted tbalTrtrtridge thoalmanac 
makei would die. Partridge bimsoif 
stoutly denici! the truth ; bat it v.-an oi 
no use. On the 30th of lilaroh rrn- 
othor pamphlet caiiio out, giving a cir- 
oumstauiial aceount of his death, after 



a sincere repentance of his sins and a 
confession of the worthlcssness of his 
almanac. Everybody br-lipved ho was 
dead, and Partriuuo was never able to 
convince! tiie public that he was ntiil 
alive. It broke up his business, and 
in a few days he really did die. It U 
a pity that the Dean isn't still on earth 
to deal with Vennor and Wiggin.s. A 
good doHO of ridicule is probably the 
nsost etVectuul weapon which can be 
used against them, and the Dean was a 
niMter of the art.

(jf Douglas pine. On her hurricane deck 
she has a neat and well lighted .sulooii, 
about 20 foot by 10 feet, and opening 
from it aft is a lady'.s cabin. There are 
eight staterooms of convenient , size and 
fitted with three bertha each, arranged on 
either sidoof tho saloon, besides two oth- 
ers for tho use of tho captain and ongi- 
neer. Her wheel house Ih separate from 
the upper deck houao, and in front of it 
is the mast. Her engines aro hori/ontal, 
placed on cither side tho main deck and 
were taken oiit of tho old steamer Ada, 
being 2^ inches diameter with 3 ft. stroke 
The two' boilers, 14 fe^t !j?y,' 3G inch(<.s, 
wore ljuilt by Mosars. Shaw ifc Kuna, and 
are set in brick work enclosed in an iron 
casing. She w furni.shed with a new Hur- 
face condenser, made by Mr. Gowon, of 
the Novelty wrrks, which, is supplied by 
a small centrifugal pump, worked by .i 
donkey ougiiie. By moans of n valve tho 
steam from the cylinders can either be 
sent directly through the smoke stack or 
into the condenser, thus enabling tho on- 
ginos to bo worked at high or low pressure 
as required. She is also farnislu:d with 
stoani syphons as bilge pumps, and her 
boiler, besides the neces.sary pum])s, i.s 
nbo supplied with an injector." Tho ma- 
chinery has boon fitted iip u'riflor the au- 
])erinteiidence of Mr. James "Mc.Arthur, 
The painting has boon done by Smith, 
Rendell and Lissett, Govornmont stiui'i, 
and the paddlu boxes, whicli aro paiutod 
in rainbow ahades, serve to sot otT hor 
white hull etl'ectivoly:' This trim and 
staunch little steamer i.i owned by Capt. 
Rodgers (who will run hor) arid others at 
Now Wostminstor, and she is intondcd 
for tho route botwecii that placo and Na- 
naimo.

Tho British steamer Arabic arrived to- 
day, with following advices from China 
Japan: — 

Tho Jiipaneso army, which now num- 
bers fifteen regiments, will bo increased 
to eighteen no.\t year and to twenty-four 
in 1887. With a view of i-aising suffi- 
cient uioiioy to placo tho army and 
navy on a move otl'ootive footing retrench- 
ment is being made in every direction, 
not excepting the judicial department. 

The number of foreign residents at 
Nagasaki has increased to such on extent 
that application has boon mado to the 
government for the enlargement of the 
aettlemont. 

The Chinese government has ordered 
tho construction of another ironclad cor- 
vette from tho Vulcan ship building com- 
pany, near Stettin. The vessel will have 
very powerful engines. 

Tho Haipong correapondent of tho 
Hongkong press, under date of Feb. 21, 
says: "Yesterday the French transport 
La Correas arrived with 600 men for tho 
Gorlong promised expedition.

A JUDGE AND HISWIFE KILLED AND 
THEIR BOY STOLEN. 



S.iN Francisco, March 29. — Lords- 
burg dispatch: A mesaonge'" from Thomp- 
son's canyon, 18 miles northoaat, gives 
the intelligence of the murder, by .\ pa- 
chas, of Judge H. C. MoComas, of Silver 
City. McCoinas telegraphed yesterday 
from Silver City that he, his wife and 
child would arrive at thia point last night. 
Mrs. McCoinaa and hor aon wore captured 
by Indians. A party just returned from 
the scene of the massacro in Thumpaon's 
canyon, found Mrs. Judge McComas shot 
through the. head, lying on the side of 
the buckboard, and stripped naked. 
Judge McComan was found about 200 
yards south of his wife, shot in four dif- 
ferent places, also stripped naked. The 
boy, is missing. 

Silver Citv, March 29.— Several 
camps along the Gila have been attacked 
and .probably 50 whites murdered in the 
last four days in Arizona. Reports to the 
eflbct that tho Indians threaten the anni- 
hilation of all the whites in Grant county 
have boon received. 

Tucson, March 29. — X Bonaon special, 
received, aaya that unusual firea were 
seen from that placo last night, at tho 
foot of the Dragon mountains. They 
wore successive flashes, and it is undor- 
atood that a largo number of Sonora 
Apaches aro approaching the lino near 
Nogalos. Tho people there have called 
for United States troops. One compapy 
has been sent to that point. There is a 
rumor that » skirmish occurred between 
the troops and Indians in the Whetstone 
mountains last night. 

A Little War—Shookinsr Aeeldent— 
Smallpes. 

A collision between the' Joonagher po- 
lice and some subjoota of tho same state 
took place at Bombay on Fob. 4th,re8ult- 
iog in 70 of the latter being killed. It 
appears that a difl'erenco having arisen 
consequent on the enactment of a tax 
which the subject.s of tho state refused to 
pay, the Nawab of Joonagher aoixod tho 
goods of tho refractory men, who there- 
upon, numbering 250, retired on a hill. 
They had guns and swords. The Newab 
first tried negotiation, but this failing, he 
sent 700 armed police. A fight ensued, 
and 70 of the poor devils woro killed and 
seven of 'Jio police were wounded, hut 
none of them wore killed. 

At Bombay Fob. Ist a tarrible accident 
occurred at a wool-cleaning factory in the 
native town, resulting in the death of 23 
persons and serious injury to many 
others. The building in which the fac- 
tory operations are carried' 'on is four 
atoriej high, with one narrow entrance, 
about a yard wide, from the street. 
Some 500 women and children are em- 
ployed there daily and were engaged in 
their customary duties yesterday, when 
an unfounded alarm of fire .was raised, 
Tho inmates of the bujldiri^' iihmeicliately 
attempting to got out,'n scene of inde- 
scrib.able confusion ensued. Unfortunate- 
ly the .small entrance door ivaa partly 
closed, and owing to tho pressure of tho 
crowd it was found impossible to Open it, 
and many women and childreriAi'wore 
trampled to death before the panic' was 
over. No less than 23 dead bodies have 
beonremoved; ■ ' ' "• '

ported during tho first week of February.

Tho vibrations woro slow, 
but heavy enough to startle inmates of 
residences. The other shocks although 
shorter were lively. At AVatsonvillo, 
Santa Cruz county, nine shocks ware 
felt, breaking crockery, plastering, etc. 
At Hollister, San Benito county, plate 
glas.". windows were smashed, brick build- 
ings cracked, and the streets filled with 
inhabitants, many in undress.

Oats are 
lower, at $1.80 to $2. Bran is sinking, at 
gl5 to ^1 per ton. Flour, somewhat 
weaker.
